President  wakatsukl's  Speech  at  the  Oonerel 
Hokurlku  Meeting  of  the  Mlnselto-Party 

Present  day  diplomacy  must  be  baaed  on  the  principle  of 
International  equity  and  co-existence  and  co-prosporlty  of  the 
nations  of  the  world.  To  Insure  the  existence  of  our  country 
by  living  up  to  this  guiding  principle  and  to  contribute  at 
the  eame  time  to  the  furtherance  of  the  welfare  of  mankind  at

largo— such  Is  the  foreign  policy  that  the  current  Cabinet  Is 
pursuing,  and  our  party  as  well.  Lately  there  has  been  a 
tentSlenoy  In  our  country  to  refer  to  our  Chinese  policy  in 
unsavory  terms,  I  am  however  firmly  convinced  that  thoughtful 
Japanese  will  surely  accord  us  full  support  for  whqt  we  are 
doing,  since  It  is  In  the  spirit  above  mentioned  that  our 
Chinese  policy  la  to  be  conducted.  Vo  are  quite  ready  to 
respect  China «s  what  Is  called  newly-awakened  consciousness. 
However,  I  believe  that  our  firm  determination  to  preserve 
the  relghts  and  Interests  that  we  are  now  enjoying  In  Manchuria, 
and  vongolla  does  not  by  any  means  run  counter  to  the  above 
spirit,  because  In  the  light  of  International  conception  of 
Justice  there  la  no  reason  whatsoever  that  Japan  should  give 
up  these  privileges.  On  the  contrary,  we  have  every  reason  to 
safeguard  our  rights  and  interests  In  these  regions.  Should 
any  challenge  be  offered  against  them,  we  are  ever  ready  to. 
stand  tqp  for  their  defense.  There  la  oae  Important  thing. 
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however,  that  should  not.be  lost  sight  of.  It  Is  the  fact  that 
a  strong  foreign  policy,  formulated  on  the  basis  of  the  above 
guiding  spirit.  In  other  words,  the  pursuance  of  the  principle 
of  co-existence  and  co-prosporlty  based  upon  International 
equity — la  the  only  policy  that  we  can  pursue  without  fear  of 
any  Powers  or  of  anything  at  all.  And  It  Is  along  this  line 
that  we  are  adjusblnt:  our  relations  with  the  Powers,  oxir  Chinese 
policy  being  no  except  Ion  to  this.  If  you  desire  to  pursue  the 
right  road  of  diplomacy,  and  carry  .out  the  most  forceful  and  mos 
effective  foreign  policy,  you  must  be  prepared  to  plod  along 
steadily  and  surely  without  being  either  In  a  hurry  for  or  being 
blinded  by  Immediate  consequence.  I  am  sure  that  this  foreign 
policy  will  prove  most  successful,  as  anywhere  else.  In  o\ir 
dealing  with  China. 
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however,  that  should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  It  Is  the  fact  that 
a  strong  foreign  policy,  formulated  on  the  basis  of  the  above 
guiding  spirit,  in  other  words,  the  pursuance  of  the  principle 
of  oo-exlstence  and  co-prosporlty  based  upon  International 
equity — is  the  only  policy  that  we  can  pursue  without  fear  of 
any  Powers  or  of  anything  at  all.  And  It  Is  along  this  line 
that  we  are  adjusting  our  relations  with  the  Powers,  our  Chinese 
policy  being  no  exception  to  this.  If  you  desire  to  pursue  the 
right  road  of  diplomacy,  and  carry  .out  the  most  forceful  and  most 
effective  foreign  policy,  you  must  bo  prepared  to  plod  along 
steadily  and  surely  without  being  either  in  a  hurry  for  or  being 
blinded  by  Immediate  consequence.
